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"The other day a famous psychologist, discussing Army aptitude tests, remark- 
ed that I1.Q. tests, while help- ful, have one important shortoaning: 
They fail to measure “emotional ENTHUSIASM drive." According to I.Q. tests, or 
any other known form of measur- ing ability, a man witha low score 
is usually rated as fit only for menial jobs, while a high score is considered 
practically a guarantee of success. 

“You and I know how misleading that ise I have seon men with low IeQe's 
suddenly "set on fire" by a new idea or a new kind of work. It gives them "emo- 
tional drive," which, like live steam, sends them on to great success. And I 
have seon men with high I.Q.'s fail miserably. 

"The indispensable ingredient? Psychologist may call it "emotional drive," 
but you and I know it as “enthusiasm.” And no test yot devised can accurately 

measure enthusiasm, any more than one can measure courage on a yardstick, or 
beauty in a test tubes ese 

"Primarily, enthusiasm means believing in your work and loving it, be it 
digging a ditch or directing a great company. Whother a mill whistle or a plat- 
inum watch tells him it is five o'clock,a:mancmtinues to devote his intelligence 
end imagination to doing better work. If a man be in this frame of mind, he is 
bound for the stars and success, 

"Emerson wrote; ‘Nothing great was ever achieved without enthusiasm.’ That 
is more than a well-turned literary phrase; it is a road map to success."

TEXAS LIBRARIES 





MISS EMMA KYLE BURLESON 





The death of Miss Emma Kyle Burleson on June 16 removed from the Texas Li- 
brary and Historical Commission its senior momber. Although her health had 
beon failing for months, her valiant spirit kept her active until a few wecks 
before the end came, 

Miss Burleson was appointed to the Commission in 1917 and had served con- 
tinuously ever sincee She had served as Chairman of the Commission since 1920. 
Miss Burleson's inherent love. for Texas fitted her for membership on the Toxas 
Library and Historical Commission, and her interest in the State Library nover 
flagged during the twenty-four years of her connection with it. The last impor- 
tant work for the library that she helped accomplish was moving the Archives 
Division from the basement ‘of the capitol to comfortable quarters on the main 
floor of the library. 

Miss Burleson was a woman of broad interests, but being a daughter of 
hardy Toxas pioneers, her principal activities were of a patriotic nature. Her 
grandfather was Goneral Edward Burleson, hero of San Jacinto, and otherwise 
prominent in the days of the Toxas Republic, and her father, Edward Burleson, 
Jre, was a Major in the Confederate army. 

Therefore, her most active interest was in the Daughters of the Republic. 
She was one of the early members and took part in every important work of the 
organization. She was secrotary for many yoars and was always on the logisla- 
tive committoe. She was a member of the Texas Historical Association, of the 
Daughters of the Americam Revolution,and the Daughters of the Confederacy. She 
did important war work during the first World War. 

Noxt to her patriotic work, Miss Burleson was active in the Texas Fine Arts 
Association. Her hobby was antique collecting, as a visit to her home would 
attest. She was a world traveler, and she was keenly interested iff politi¢al 
affairs. 

Of an independent nature, Miss Burlcson was a unique person, outspoken in 
her opinions, loyal to-her frionds, gencrous in holping tho poor, steadfast in 
what she saw as her duty. Her friends, who were numborod in all walks of life, 
will miss the quick step, the sparkling eyes, arid the hearty "Good morning to 
you" as she wont up and down Congress Avonues

It will surprise many to find how great is 
the scope of this splendid state agency «+.This is one state agency with which 
every Texas citizen should become acquainted. Through its extension services, 
by providing traveling libraries, it is doing more than any other institution in 
the state to spread knowledge and bring the best in litorature to all the people 
of Texas. And, of course, the State Library itself houses a priceless collec- 
tion of valuable books and documents, o11 of which are available to Texans seck- 
ing information about their state. 

If more people knew of the manifold servicesSthat the Texas Stato Library 
renders for the entire state, londing collections of books and by stimulating 


library establishmont, tho library would be recognized as the vitally important 
agency that it is. 
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NEW COMMISSION MEMBER. hirse He Ve Benedict, widow of the late Dre Benedict, 
President of the University of Texas, has been appointed by the Governor as a 
member of the State Library and Historical Commission to succeed the late Miss 
Emma Kyle Burleson. 
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APPROPRIATION. The Texas State Library appropriation for the biennium Sep- 
tember 1, 1941, through August 31, 1943, was increased °10,392 over the present 
biennium. This was a part of the substantial increase requested by the Texas 
Library and Historical Commission and the State Librarian. 
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"A NATIONAL DISGRACE: A CHALLENGE TO AMMRICAN PARENTS" -=- AND LIBRARIANS! 
"Virtually every child in America is reading color ‘comic’ magazines - a poison- 
ous mushroom growth of the last two years. 

"Ten million copies of these sex-horror scrials are sold every month. One 
million dollars are taken from the pockets of America's childron in exchango for 
graphic insanity. 

"Frankly we were not perturbed when we first heard about the rise of tho ac- 
tion 'comics'.

"Save for a scattering of more or less innocuous ‘'gag* comics and some re- 
prints of newspaper strips, we found that the bulk of these lurid publications 
depend for their appeal upon mayhem, murder, torture, and abduction — often 
with a child as the victim. Suporman heroics, voluptuous fomales in scanty at~- 
tire, blezing machine guns, hooded ‘justice’ and cheap political hs aN a 
were to be found on almost every pagee 

"The old dime novels in which an occasional redskin bit the dust were clas- 
sic literature compared to the sadistic drivel pouring from the presses today, 

"Badly drawn, badly written, and badly printed - a strain on young eyes and 
young nervous systems - tho effect of these pulp-paper nightmares is that of a 
violent stimulant. Their crude blacks and reds spoil the child's natural sonse 
of color; their hypodermic injection of sex and murder make the child impatient 
with bettcr, though quicter, storicse Unless we want a coming generation even 
more ferocious than the present one, parents and teachers throughout America 
must band together to break the 'comic' magazines 

"But, of course, the children must be furnished a good substituto. There 
is nothing dull about Westward Ho or Treasure Island. Sinbad the Sailor didn't 
need spinach to effect his foats of strongth. Tho classics are full of humor 
and adventure = plus good writing. And novor bofore in the history of book 
publishing have thero been so many fino new books for children, or better edi- 
ted children's magazines. 

"The shame lies largely with the parcnts who don't know and don't care what 
their children are reading. It lics with unimaginative teachers who force stu- 
pid, dull twaddle down eager young throats, and, of coursc, it lies with the 
completely immoral publishcrs of the 'comics* -- guilty of a cultural slaughter 
of the innocents, 

"But the antidote to the 'comic' magazine poison can be found in any li- 
brary or good bookstore. The parent who docs not acquire that antidote for his 
child is guilty of criminal nogligence."

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ARMY LIBRARIES. The Camp Wolters,Library at Mineral Wells now has @ collec- 
tion of 5,000 books and well-equipped, modern quarters on the second floor of 
the camp's Service Club. The reading. room is comfortable and attractive with 
a number of chairs and reading tables, The walls are paneled with fir, and on 
the floor is a brown linoleum covering. Miss Mildred Dulaney of Mart, formerly 
an assistant in the Waco Public Library, is librarian. 

The Gamp Bowie Library ot Brownwood has recently received large donations of 
books and magazines as a result of the two-week campaign of the Dallas Civic Fed- 
eration . The collection includes a variety of books ranging from a first edi- 
tion of Seven Pillars of Wisdom to a six-volume set of Agatha Christie mysteries. 

The library ot Fort Crockett supplies some 200 patients in the post hospital 
with reading matter. The total membership of the library is 400, and the average 
daily circulation is 125. Books are purchased with a recreation fund built up 
from profits of the post exchange, The Rosonberg Library of Galveston lends 
books that the camp library cannot afford to buye At present the colloction con- 
tains about 1,270 titles. 
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COUNTY LIBRARY EXAMINATION. The Texas State Board of Library Examiners has 
recently issued a new general information sheet listing the requirements for 
eligibility for the county library examination and briefly describing it. In- 
cluded in the information sheet is a new ruling concerning exemption from the 
examination, The ruling reads: “An applicant having a library science degree 
from a training agency accredited by the American Library Association or by a 
regional educational accrediting agency (e.g., Southern Association for Colleges 
and Secondary Schools), or a certificate comparable to the Texas County Librari- 
an's Certificate from another state, may apply for exemption.from Part I and 
Part II of the examination, except from the section of Part I dealing with li- 
brary law and conditions in Texas. Such application should be accompanied by 
a certified transtript:-6f rgcord: finom-the.libreryr sehodlfand Pedétatled ABs- 
cription of library experience, if any, or by the applicant's certificate or 
a certified copy thereof. No exemption will be granted from Part III. Dis- 
cretion for exempting lies wholly with the Board."

KERMIT. Winkler County Library's new librarian is Mrs. Fred Hard Wright, 
for the past four years librarian of the Jim Hogg County Librerye Mrs. Wright 
reports that the patrons are delighted that the library is opened again for 
circulation, after having been closed for four months while the Commissioners! 
Court was looking for a qualified librarian. Winkler County is one of the 
smaller progressive Western counties, and the library has a bright future, 


MARLIN. A band for the library! We who think public libraries are often 
too retiring will be pleasantly surprised to hear that the opening of the Marlin 
Public Library was prefaced with a 30-minute concert by the High School band, 
Afterwards, talks were made by a number of well-known people of Marlin, With its 
collection of books already classified and cataloged, the Marlin Public Library 
is off to a good start. 
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WICHITA FALLS, The Kemp Memorial Library of Wichita Falls has recently 
been enlarged and improved. A new wing which includes an auditorium in the 
basement, a main floor division for additional stack space, and a balcony for 
future expansion, have been added. The Childrents department. was also en- 
largede The Kiwanis Club sponsored the drive for funds which amounted to 
about $12,000. 


ODESSA. Construction will soon begin on a new building for the Sector Coun- 
ty Library at Odessa. The building will be one of the most modern and well- 
equipped county library buildings in the state and will have distinctive de- 
gicning throughout, The lobby, in the form of a rotunda, will be particularly 
attractivee In the basement there will be a clubroom and a kitchen. There will 
also be air-conditioning, fluorescent lighting,and a motion picture projector.

On its birthday 
the library showed its progress further by beginning service to Negroes of the 
County through the opening of two Negro stations, one at Bishop, the other at 
Robstown, The urgent need of the library now is more space and better facili- 
ties at headquarters, where one room cannot adequdtely take care of tife Gxpand- 
ing library vrorgram,. 


AUSTIN. The Mirabeau D. Lamar Library of the University of Texas has been 
given the Colquitt papers, totaling more than 100,000 documents, and comprising 
what is probably the largest collection of first-hand material on Texas politics 
just prior to the World War. The collection was given by lhirg. Alice Murrell 
Colquitt, widow of Governor Colquitt. 

Another gift of historical velue was recently presented to the University 
Library. It is a copy of the Vicksburg Daily Citizen dated Thursday, July 2, 
1863, and printed on the day of the fall of the city, July 4. . It was given to 
the library by Mrs. Ee C. Barker of Austin. Printed on wall paper, the Barker 
copy has been identified as an original by the Library of Congress, and is re- 
ported to be one of only three known copies with the name mispelléd "Daily 
Ctiizen." This rarity of American journalism is a valuable addition to: the 
university's archives collection.

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Ae Le Ac, 1941 CONFERENCE. The theme of the sixty-third annual American 
Library Association Conforence was "Deods, Not Words,” and most of the meetings, 


of which there were more than 100, were keyed in one way or another to the sig- 
nificance of book sorvice at a time of national and international crisis. 

One of the principal guests at the conference was He Me Cashmoré, Librarian 
of Birmingham, England, who flew to this country for the conference, as official 
delegate of the British Library Association and the British Government. Mr. 
Cashmore carried a message of the destruction of books abroad, which threw into 
great relief the fortunate position of American libraries, 

The place of libraries in national dofense was the subject of an all-day 
pre-conference meeting at which Mary Ue Rothrock, Supervisor of Libravies, Ten- 
nessee Volley Authority, led the discussion in which library administrators from 
the United States and Canada took part. The necessity of adjusting themselves 
to an enormous industrial expansion, which faces mahy libraries in towns where 
service was formerly adequate for small populations, was a serious problem which 
was treated by the librarians who cre facing this situation in different parts 
of the United States, 

President Roosevelt said in his message to the conference, "Libraries are 
. directly and immediately involved in the conflict which divides our world, and 
for two reasons; first, because they are essential to the functioning of demo- 
cratic society; second, because the contemporary conflict touches the integrity 
of scholarship, the freedom of the mind, and even the survival of culture, and 
libraries are the great tool of scholarship, the great repositories of culture, 
and the great symbols of the freedom of the mind," 

a ,Archihold MocLeish, Librarian of Congress, Sie Pe ut, it more strongly ot the 

third general session on June 23. Said Mr. MacLeish, "Librarians ought’ to feel 
themselves in oa peculiarly strategic position because of this particular time 
in which our history is developing or disintegrating, according to your point 
of view. There is no longer time to wait for a generation to be educated up to 
and brought to a sense of its duty citizen-wise, by the ordinary process of edu- 
cation, and therofore the burden falls upon librarians as it has never fallen 
upon them before. Tho2more I see of this profession, the more I am convinced 
that we occupy o crucial and strategic place, the importance of which we cannot 
possibly overestimate." 

“Library cooperation with Latin America is significant, not only to libra- 
rians, but to everyone interested in improved Pan-American relations," said 
Charles Ae Thomson, Chief of the Division of Cultural Relations of the Depart- 
ment of State, at the second general session. “The message of American culture 
can be transmitted to South America through books, but radical changes will have 
to occur before real cooperation is possible," said Lewis Henke, Chief of the 
Hispanic Foundation Library of Government.
